It In Heallr a Mnguliitlc Discipline 


Learned Oat of Doors. 


A celebrated metaphysician once said 


•that the Hegelian philosophy consisted 
"entirely of a scientific teroninology 
which no two people interpreted in the 
same sense, hemie its value as a source 
oi endless discussion." The more yon 
talked the farther you -were from a 
conclusion, but yo>i had a "grand train- 
ing in dialectics,'' 
It is eminently 


proper that the gwme of golf should 
originate with the -metaphysical race, 
the Scotch, for it consists partly of a 
hard rubber ball, a number of peculiar 
curved sticks and a becoming negligee 
costume, but chief jr and primarily of 
a vocabulary. It can be played, but 
not properly pfSayed, without master- 
ing the vooabula-y. It cannot be thor- 
onghly 
enjoyed unless the 
name 


"golf" is rightly pronounced, "but, as no 
one knows how "o do tha<t, and all think 
they do, the pronunciation is a matter 
of comparatively -little consequence. 
The proper M«e of the technical terms, 
however, is a Blatter of vital impor- 
tance. 


The principal words in "the new lan- 


guage are: Driver, putter, cleek, loft- 
ing iron, niblic, mashie Units, tees and 
caddy. One who has thoroughly mas- 
tered these words and wears a costume 
is a "golfer." To confuse their mean- 
ings, to speak, for instance, o\f "holing 
a caddy" or "lofting a links," or call a 
'•putting green" a "niblic" is as serious 
a breech of good, form as it would be 
to call a fishing rod a fish pole, as boys 
did 25 years ago, before the tyranny 
of the technical term set in. 
To be 


sure, you do walk about out of doors 
and strike the ball with the clubs, but 
the real essence of the game lies in 
wearing the costume and using the 
v ords. A thorough mastery of them is 
a liberal education. 


Other subjects have their peculiar ter- 


minology, but in none of them is it so 
extensive and of such educational value 
as in. the game of golf. An eminent 
authority defines an electrician as one 
who thoroughly comprehends the word 
"potential and the notions collateral 
thereto." 
If you igo" into the woods, 


and live, on canned food and crackers, 
you must speak of the place where you 
try to sleep, not as a "shanty," but as 
"a camp." The name at once elevates 
the place into the region of sylvan po- 
etry and makes discomforts enjoyable. 
It really is a shanty; call it so, and the 
result is uomplic.vted discomfort; call it 
a camp, and the result is happiness. 
The right wordi are still more vital in 
golf, because the vocabulary is more 
extensive, though perhaps not con- 
taining any word of the peculiar po- 
tency of the monosyllable, "camp." 
But take the entire technical vocabulary 
of golf, it is more productive of a large 
amount of low-grade joy than any other 
agency in the -world. Low-grade joy 
ih far better worth attaining than high- 
grade joy or excitement. 
The great 


•v alue of the game of golf can toe read- 
ily seen. It presents all the advantage's 
of studying a language. It is, less dif- 
ficult than Latin or French, and is 
learned outdoors. It is called a game, 
but m reality it is a linguistic _ disci- 
pline undergone in the open air un- 
ccnsciously, accompanied by moder- 
ate pedestrian exercise and the wear-

Fried Cnfees. 


A simple rule for crullers, or fried 


cakes, calls for a pint of sweet milk, 
two cupfuls of granulated sugar, a 
quarter of a cupful of butter, three 
eggs, a scant teaspoonful of salt and 
three teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
Sift the balcing powder and salt twice 
with three cupfuls of flour and rub 
the oxitter through the flour. Stir the 
eggs after beating them well into the 
milk. Add the sugar to the flour and 
other ingredients and pour the milk 
over them, beating the whole until an 
even batter is formed. Add sifted flour 
enough to make a soft dough. Roll it 
out about half an inch thick, cut it in 
rings, twist and fry them in "boiling" 
hot fat—N. Y. Tribune.

The statutes regarding the fiJling of 


vacancies in the Senate or Assembly 
are somewhat contradictory. Section 
1668 of the General Statutes provides 
that "when any vacancy shall occur in 
the office of member of the Senate or 
Assembly, by death, resignation or 
otherwise, and a session of th« Legis- 
lature is to take place before the next 
general election, the Governor shall 
issue a writ of election, directed to the : 
Board of Commissioners of the county 
or district in which such vacancy.shall 
occur, commanding such 
board to 


notify the several Inspectors in their 
county or district to hold a special 
election to fill such vacancy or vacan- 
cies, at a time appointed by the Gov- 
ernor." 


Section 1669, immediately following 


the above, provides that, "Members of 
the Legislature, when, they resign their 
seats, shall deliver their .resignations 
to the Governor, und he shall immed- 
iately order an election to fill such 
vacancy," 


As there is no probability of a session 


of the Legislature being held before 
the next general election it would be 
nonsensical to incur the expense of 
holding a special election in Washoe 
county to fill the office ot Senator for 
u year.

Grape* and Wild Plnnm. 


! The three autumn jellies advisable lor. 
housekeepers to make are-quiiice, grape 
and wild. plum—the last named being ] 
finer for game than any jelly made. 
The method of making, after the juice 
is procured, is the same for all:. Measure 
the juice and boil for 20 minutes; add. 
a pint of granulated, sugar which has 
been heated in the oven for each pint 
of the juice, and as soon as it is thor- 
oughly ' dissolved skim and1 fill • into 
tumblers, each having in it a silver 
spoon to prevent cracking. Jelly so 
made will never iail. 


To procure the quince juice justcover 


the parings and'cores left from the pre- 
served fruit- {from which all stems arid 
defective parts have been left out) with 
cold water; 'boil until soft, inash and; 
drain. An equal weight of tart apples 
may be added and1 cooked with the par- 
ings, .-

The.point in grape jelly is to have the 


grapes at their'beststage, which is just 
when they are red, before turning pur- 
ple. Ripe grapes, of course, can be 
made into jelly, but it is not nearly so 
fine a flavor or color. Stem the grapes, 
add a pint of water to six quarts, heat 
slowly (mashing them),.and'boil gently 
until all the juice is freed; strain. Wild 
grapes make a fine jelly. 
The wild 


plums must be covered'with cold water, 
brought to a boil, cooked to a soft mass, 
and strained.—Chicago Tribune.

An Entomologist Advances a 
Theory to Explain the Phenomenon, 
Ia our youth we v.-ere taught that flies 


adhered to the ceiling or to the window 
pane because their feet were provided 
with suckers from which they had the 
power of exhausting- the air, says the 
Hartford Couraut. This was disproved 
by the fact that a fly could run up the 
side of an exhausted glass receiver 
when a vacuum under his feet would do 
liim n'o good, even if he had the power 
of creating It, and by the further fact 
that a microscopic examination showed 
that his feet were not provided with 
suckers, but with multitudes of hairs 
irom -which exuded a fluid in minute 
drops. It was then;suggested thntthis 
fluid was viscous or gummy, so that the 
fly adhered by a sort of mucilage. This,, 
too, was disproved, as it>was shown that 
the fluid possessed no adhesive proper-, 
•ties. By a series of careful experiments 
detailed in Our. Animal Friends Dr. 
Urerhold proves that capillary attrac- 
tion,-the adhesion of water to a sur- 
iace, is enough to support a fly even if 
lie were 50 per cent, heavier,than lie i». 
Ihe hairs give out an infinitesimal drop 
of water, and as there are a great num- 
ber of them.the fly is enabled to hang 
on the ceiling and to tickle any sensi- 
tive surface on which he, alights in ft 
highly; scientific manner.
